Amendments to the General Regulations of the Corpora- 
tion 

New Delhi, the 4th October 1965 

No. 9/65— In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 43 of the Industrial Finance Corporation Act, 1948 
(15 of 19 48), the Board, after consultation with the 
Development Bank and with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government, hereby makes the following further 
amendments to the General Regulations of the Industrial 
Finance Corporation of India, namely ; — 

In the General Regulations of the Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India— 

(l) in regulation 11 — 

(a) in sub-regulation (i), the brackets and 
letter “(1)" shall be omitted; 

(b) sub-regulation (ii) shall be omitted; 


(£) in regulation 13, for sub-regulation (i), the 
following sub-regulation shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(i) The Board may decline to recognise 
any instrument of transfer unless it is accom- 
panied by the certificate of the shares to which 
it relates and such other evidence as the Corpo- 
ration may reasonably require to show the 
right of the tranferer to make the transfer.” 

Amendments to the Industrial Finance Corporation ( Issue 
dt Management of Bonds) Regulations 

No. 10/65 — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 43 of the Industrial Finance Corporation Act, 
1948 (15 of 1948), the Board, after consultation with 
the Development Bank and with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government, hereby makes the follow- 
ing further amendments to the Industrial Finance Corpo- 
ration (Issue and Management of Bonds) Regulations,

(ii) in sub-regulation (II), the words “on pay- 
ment of the prescribed fee" shall be 
omitted; 

(b) in regulation 14, in sub-regulation (1), the 
words “and the prescribed fee, if any, has been 
paid” shall be omitted; 

(c) regulation 20 shall be omitted.
